Please, Mr. Conant, Stop it 


Attorney-General Conant of Onta 
thinks it is Canada’s mission to coax the 
United States into the war. He explains 
this is his own view, not a suggestion made 
on behalf of the Hepburn Government. 
The explanation is in order, remembering 
some recent events, but it does not justify 
the observation and will not make it 
either more popular or liable to pro- 
duce undesirable reactions. 

To most Canadians it is clear, and will 
continue to be clear, that Canada’s first 
duty at this as at all other times is to mind 
its, own business. It is no part of our 
business to shape the foreign policy of the 
United States, And the farther away we 
keep from showing any desire to do that 
the better taste we will display, the more 
highly our neighbors will think of us, and 
the more sympathy they will have for our 
attempt to help save ourselves and other 
self-governing peoples from falling under 
Hitler rule. 

Mr. Conant’s speech was a distinct dis- 
service to the Allies in proportion as it 
may be heeded in the United States and 
interpreted there as reflecting Canadian 
opinion, The hope must be that Canadian 
habits, aims and characteristics are well

LONDON, April 18—Sir Firozk- 
han Noom, Indian high commiss- 
joner in London yesterday 
charged that German fliers de- 
liberately bombed a ship and 
killed more than 100 persons be- 
cause 143 Indian seamen aboard 
the ship refused to give an under- 
taking not to serve on British 
ships, 

“The day before the sailing 
the British steamship 
which was bombed on March 2 by 
Nazi murder planes with a loss of 
over 100 lives, 143 Indian seamen 
who were being repatriated from 
Germany were asked to give an 
undertaking not to serve on British 
ships,” Sir Firozkhan said. “Their 
united reply was that if their King 
wanted them to serve it would be 
impossible to refuse. 

“Then we do not guaranice 
your safe arrival in your country,’ 
retorted the Nazis,” the high com- 
missioner continued. “A few 
hours later a plane swooped low 
in the moonlight and blasted the 
ship with bombs.” 

“The Germans knew very 
what was going to happen.”
